That the Loꝛd Lambert, General Desborow, 
Colonel Sidenbam, Sir Gilbert Gerrard Knight, 
John Trever and Joſias Bernars, Eſquires, oꝛ anp 
four of them, the Committee of Appeal ap- 
pointed by the Parliament, to hear and defer- 
mine all and every the matters and things 
which ſhall be certified unto them, accoꝛding to 
theſe Inſtructions oz otherwiſe, touching the 
Rights of the Commonwealth, the Pꝛopzie⸗ 
toꝛs, Owners and Commoners in the ſaid Fs 
reſt and Chales reſpectively ; as alſo all other 
matters and things whatſoever, not particy- 
larly named in theſe Inſtructions, which ſhall 
be any Obſtruction in. and touching any the 
matters afozeſaid, and foz that purpoſe may 
ſend foz, and examine Wttnelles upon oath; 
which oath the ſaid Committee of Appeal, 0 
any four of them are hereby authozized to ad- 
minilter : And the determination of the ſaid 
Committee in and touching the ſame, ſhailbe 
final : And in caſe the ſaid Committee of Ap- 
peal ſhall be divided equally, Then the Lozd 
Commiſſioner Fines (hall ſettle and determine 
the matter, upon hearing all the Reaſons of 
the ſaid Committee of Appeal, whoſe Deter- 

mination thall be final, -
